Most  conspicuous  among  the  class  groups  at  the  alumni 
reunions  commencement  week  was  the  class  of  1901.  The

They  will  be  etiuipped  with  bubblers  and  will  furnish  a  con- 
stant supply  of  filtered  chilled  water,  and  each  will  also  be 
supplied  with  a  faucet  at  which  pitchers  may  be  filled.  All 
pipes  supplying  water  will  be  covered  so  there  will  be  no 
condensation  and  no  escape  of  moisture  into  the  walls.  The 
pipes  and  coverings  are  already  here  but  the  installation  of 
the  system  has  been  delayed  because  the  particular  type  of 
fountain  was  not  in  stock  and  a  special  orcer  had  to  be 
made.  It  is  believed  that  the  system  can  be  put  in  opera- 
tion before  the  holidays.  Probably  no  gift  could  have  been 
presented  that  would  bring  more  comfort  and  satisfaction 
to  the  students,  especially  to  those  that  attend  the  summer 
term.  It  might  not  be  inappropriate  to  suggest  that  the 
duplication  of  this  useful  gift  in  North  and  South  Halls 
would  make  a  fine  memorial  for  some  other  class  or  indi- 
vidual.

Tamer  VVhitmyre,  (Mrs.  Kester), 
wrote  from  her  home  in  Lawrence,  Kansas,  where  her 
husband  is  a  professor  in  the  University.  She  told  of  her 
four  intercjftting  children  and  extended  to  her  classmates  a 
hearty  invitation  to  visit  her  and  see  some  of  the  beauties 
and  historic  places  of  Kansas.  She  made  it  so  interesting 
that  we  all  want  to  go.  A  letter,  written  in  her  old  friend- 
ly spirit,  came  from  Alice  McNeelis,  (Sister  Hortense),  a 
teacher  now  in  St.  Joseph's,  New  Kensington.  She  sent 
her  heartfelt  greetings  to  her  Academy,  Indiana  teachers, 
and  the  class  of  "Naughty  Ones",  from  whose  class  song 
she  quoted :

Allegheny  County  Alumni  Association  Banquet 

The  eighth  annual  banquet  of  the  Allegheny  County 
Alumni  Association  of  the  Indiana  State  Normal  School  was 
held  in  the  roof  garden  of  the  Hotel  Chatham,  Saturday 
afternoon,  April  16,  1921. 

Judge  J.  J.  Miller  was  toastmaster  and  presented  a 
resolution  "To  place  Pennsylvania  foremost  in  regard  to 
school  legislation."  The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopt- 
ed by  the  375  alumni  present.  Copies  of  the  resolution 
were  sent  to  the  state  senators  and  members  of  the  As- 
sembly from  Western  Pennsylvania  urging  them  to  vote  for 
the  measure. 
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The  honor  guests  included  Dr.  Will  Grant  Chambers 
of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh;  Mr.  J.  Wood  Clark,  clerk 
of  the  United  States  Court  and  secretary  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  Indiana  Normal ;  Mr.  Thomas  Sutton,  president 
of  the  board  of  trustees ;  Miss  Hope  E.  Stewart,  Miss  Jennie 
M.  Ackerman,  Mr.  M.  C.  Gordon,  Mr.  S.  M.  Lowry  and 
Miss  Sara  M.  Gallagher.  Mr.  J.  D.  Ayres,  former  presi- 
dent of  the  association,  Mr.  J.  P.  Wiley  and  Miss  Ella  King 
Vogelwere  also  present. 

The  chief  speakers  were  Dr.  Albert  Lindsay  Rowland, 
director  of  the  Teacher's  Bureau,  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction at  Harrisburg,  Dr.  John  A.  H.  Keith  and  Miss 
Jane  E.  Leonard.  Dr.  Rowland  delivered  an  interesting 
speech  on  "Contentment  in  Education".  Among  other  things 
Dr.  Rowland  said  : 

"The  educational  system  has  changed  from  a  general 
to  a  specific  function.  It  can  no  longer  cover  the  entire 
field,  as  was  once  attempted.  Specialization,  then,  is  the 
keynote  of  educational  advancement  at  this  time.  Through 
no  other  means  can  we  hope  to  develop  into  our  full  in- 
structive force". 

Touching  on  the  question  of  legislation,  Dr.  Rowland 
declared  that  the  legislation,  then  pending  at  Harrisburg, 
if  passed,  would  place  Pennsylvania  in  the  forefront  of  the 
states  now  having  teachers'  training  programs.  He  also 
pointed  to  the  section  of  the  house  bill  1016,  which  provides 
for  raising  the  qualifications  for  teachers.  In  this  connec- 
tion he  stated  that  the  only  result  possible  would  be  a  higher 
grade  of  instructors  for  the  schools. 

Dr.  Keith  told  of  the  curriculum  of  normal  schools  un- 
der the  new  code,  of  the  reasons  for  advancing  salaries, 
and  of  progress  at  Indiana  since  the  institution  was  taken 
over  by  the  state. 

The  special  honor  guest  was  Miss  Jane  E.  Leonaixi, 
preceptress  emeritus,  who  cast  years  aside  in  reviewing  the 
past  and  forecasting  the  future. 

A  musical  program  consisted  of  ensemble  singing  un- 
der the  direction  of  Miss  Florence  Berkley  with  accompan- 
iment by  Miss  Lucy  Wood  and  vocal  number  by  Misses 
Mett  Greenawalt  and  Hilda  Berkey.    The  association  elect- 
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ed  these  officers  for  the  ensuing  year:     President,  I.  W. 

Keener;  Vice  President,  Mrs.  David  McNaugher;  Secretary, 
Miss  Jean  K.  Lacock  and  Treasurer,  Miss  Ethel  Waddle.

The  following  is  a  bried  extract  from  an  article  publish- 
ed in  the  Bloomsburg  Morning  Press  telling  of  experiences 
of  Margaret  Waller  in  the  Near  East.  "Margaret  Waller, 
'01,  is  home  from  Urfa,  the  scene  of  the  most  atrocious 
massacre  of  the  whole  war,  under  seige  with  forty-six 
others,  in  a  small  building  from  February  9,  1920  to  April 
9,  of  that  year,  wounded  herself,  and  eye  witness  to  many 
slayings — these  are  a  few  of  the  experiences  she  has  had 
since  she  left  in  1919  to  engage  in  relief  work  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Near  East  Relief.  She  finally  got  out  of 
this  area  of  hate  and  murder,  and  starvation  under  doctor's 
orders.     For  eight  months  she  had  been  unable  to  get  so 
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much  as  a  note  to  her  family,  nor  had  it  been  possible  for 
any  letters  from  them  to  reach  her.  She  left  Urfa  on  July 
5th  and  made  her  way  to  Paris,  where  she  remained  for 
several  months  before  sailing  for  home."  The  NoiTnal  re- 
joices with  the  family  and  friends  in  her  rescue  at  last 
from  a  thousand  perils. 

Miss  Ida  E.  Johnston,  '96,  is  principal  of  the  Mill 
Street  School,  Morristown,  N.  J.  In  the  New  Jersey  Nor- 
may  Schools  the  seniors  get  their  practice  teaching  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  state.  Miss  Johnston  is  well  fitted  for 
training  teachers — having  had  work  at  Columbia  Univer- 
sity after  she  left  Indiana. 

Miss  E.  Grace  Stewart,  '97,  is  teaching  Nature  Study 
in  a  private  school  in  New  York  City,  (Miss  Chapin's 
School  for  Girls,  32  and  34  East  57th  Street) .  Miss  Stew- 
art has  availed  herself  of  the  opportunity  for  advanced 
study  at  Columbia  University  and  is  now  working  toward 
her  doctor's  degree. 

Once  in  a  long  time  we  hear  from  our  old  friends,  the 
McComish  Boys — always  prosperous.  Charlie,  '93,  has 
sold  his  newspaper  retaining  the  building  and  has  been 
practicing  law  for  the  past  three  years;  has  a  30  acres  al- 
mond orchard  and  four  or  five  acres  in  raisin  grapes,  but 
best  of  all  he  has  a  wife  and  two  sons. 

Ralph,  '97,  has  a  big  law  practiec,  a  wonderful  house 
in  the  suburbs  of  San  Jose  and  a  wife,  daughter  and  son. 

Miss  Vera  Amy  Simpson,  '13,  is  Captain  of  a  flour- 
ishing Girl  Scout  Troop  at  Penn  Run,  Pa.  This  is  the  first 
troop  to  be  ordanized  in  this  district.

His  death  oc- 
curred in  the  Allegheny  General  Hospital,  Tuesday,  Oct.  8, 
after  a  week's  illness  from  pneumonia.  Mr.  Wilson  was 
born  in  Johnstown  but  the  family  home  has  been  in  Indiana 
for  many  years.

An  Appreciation 

Professor  J.  Theodore  Arntz,  since  1916  a  member  of 
the  faculty  of  Indiana  Normal  School,  died  March  21,  1921, 
after  a  two  weeks'  illness  from  complications  following 
pneumonia. 

Prof.  Arntz  was  born  in  the  Netherlands,  April  22, 
1883  and  was  educated  in  Louvain  University  and  in  Tem- 
ple University,  Philadelphia.  He  held  the  chair  of  Modern 
Languages  in  the  Normal  School  here. 

He  was  very  broadly  educated  and  was  a  remarkable 
linguist.  He  spoke  fluently  French,  Geraian,  Dutch,  Span- 
ish, English  and  Latin  and  had  a  reading  knowledge  of 
Italian,  Greek  and  Portuguese.  His  knowledge  of  literature 
in  many  languages  was  intensive.  He  has  been  repeatedly 
offered  tempting  positions,  having  refused,  for  family  rea- 
sons, a  lucrative  position  at  Annapolis  Naval  Academy,  one 
in  Culver  Academy  and  several  University  positions. 

He  was  a  lover  of  nature  and  knew  where  to  find  every 
flower  and  fruit  in  its  season.  He  was  a  painter  in  oils  of 
no  mean  ability  and  was  very  fond  of  music. 

Above  everything  he  enjoyed  friends.  He  was  greatly 
loved  by  his  students  and  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  wel- 
fare of  each  one.  His  unfailing  good  humor,  perfect  cour- 
tesy, and  thoughtfulness  will  be  greatly  missed  by  the  fac- 
ulty. 

Mrs.  Arntz  will  remain  on  the  faculty  as  a  teacher  of 
stenography. 


The  Training   School 

The  new  conception  of  the  function  of  the  Normal 
Schools  of  Pennsylvania  has  resulted  in  many  radical 
changes  in  organization,  courses  of  study  and  administra- 
tion. The  acknowledged  purpose  has  always  been  to  prepare 
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teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth,  but 
singleness  of  aim  and  consistency  have  not,  heretofore, 
marked  the  policy  of  these  institutions ;  now  that  more  defi- 
nite and  satisfactory  financial  support  is  assured,  together 
with  a  thoroughly  professional  stimulus  and  encouragement 
from  the  State  Department,  the  Normal  Schools  are  awak- 
ening to  their  opportunity  and  duty.  In  the  past,  in  many 
cases,  excellent  work  has  been  done  in  spite  of  almost  insur- 
mountable handicaps.  Now  with  a  clearly  defined  goal  in 
sight,  and  the  road  ahead  made  easier,  why  may  they  not 
travel  far  in  the  educational  world?  It  is  not  too  much  to 
hope  that  in  the  future  they  may  set  the  aducational  stan- 
dards in  Pennsylvania,  and  that  every  activity  of  the  Nor- 
mal School  life  and  experience  may  function  directly  in  the 
school  rooms  of  the  state. 

Dr.  Keith's  splendid  professional  spirit  has  never  ex- 
pressed itself  more  unmistakably  than  in  the  action  which 
he  took  last  spring  when  he  brought  about  a  contract  with 
the  local  Board  of  Directors  by  which  the  Indiana  Normal 
School  is  given  the  privilege  of  using  part  of  the  Public 
School  system  for  practice  teaching  purposes. 

As  a  result  of  this  contract  the  Training  Department 
is  now  made  up  of  six  hundred  fifty  children,  eighteen  critic 
teachers  and  supervisors  who  give  all  of  their  time  to  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  practice  teaching  and  eleven 
who  give  one  or  more  periods  a  day  to  the  supervision  of 
special  subjects. 

Indiana  can  now  more  closely  approach  the  Judd  and 
Parker  Training  School  standard,  and  is  better  prepared  to 
meet  the  state  requirement  of  "Fifteen  hours  a  week  of 
Training  School  work  for  each  senior."  Perhaps  at  some 
future  time,  not  too  far  distant,  the  Department  may  be 
again  enlarged  and  the  opportunities  which  it  can  offer,  be 
made  entirely  adequate  to  the  responsibility  which  rests 
upon  it. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  contract,  eight 
new  critic  teachers  were,  this  fall,  placed  in  charge  of  eight 
rooms  in  the  West  End  School,  just  north  of  the  campus. 
These  teachers  are  directly  responsible  for  the  control  and 
instruction  of  the  children  and  for  the  training  of  the  sen- 
iors assigned  to  them.    The  new  plan  has  been  in  operation 
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for  less  than  two  months  and  is  working  out  in  excellent 
shape;  children,  seniors,  and  supervising  critics  are  making 
a  splendid  ellort  and  are  securing  very  happy  and  satis- 
factory results. 

The  "long  wished  for"  Kindergarten  has  become  a 
beautiful  reality.  Attendance  is  limited  to  thirty  children 
and  already  applications  are  being  made  for  enrollment  for 
1922-23.  JNIiss  Gertrude  Hawkins,  of  the  State  Normal 
School,  Cortland,  New  York,  is  in  charge. 

Miss  Souter,  Miss  Pollock  and  Miss  Mahachek  received 
their  B.  A.  degrees  from  the  Iowa  State  Teachers'  College. 
All  have  had  thorough  experience  in  critic  work  and  have 
made  fine  records  elsewhere.  Miss  Souter  has  First  Grade 
work  in  West  End  and  Miss  Pollock  and  Miss  Mahachek, 
upper  intermediate  work  in  the  same  school. 

Miss  Hesse,  Fourth  Grade  Critic,  West  End,  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Ohio  University,  Athens,  Ohio.  Her  critic  exper- 
ience has  been  in  the  intermediate  grades  of  the  Univer- 
sity Training  School. 

Miss  Marshall,  Miss  Margaret  Lowman  and  Miss  Bash, 
primary  critics.  West  End,  are  graduates  of  Indiana.  All 
have  had  excellent  experience  in  public  school  work.  Miss 
Marshall  has  done  considerable  work  at  Columbia,  Harvard, 
and  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  For  some  time  she  has 
been  teacher  of  Oral  English  in  primary  grades  in  Pitts- 
burgh. Miss  Lowman  and  Miss  Bash  spent  the  past  sum- 
mer at  Columbia  making  special  preparation  for  their  new 
work.  Miss  Lowman  had  previously  done  some  work  at  the 
University  of  Kansas  and  Miss  Bash  at  the  University  of 
Michigan. 

Miss  Tempe  Dameron  has  her  Master's  degree  from 
George  Peabody  College  for  Teachers,  Nashville,  Tenn.  For 
several  years  Miss  Dameron  held  the  position  of  instructor 
of  Education  and  Supervisor  of  the  Training  School,  West 
Virginia  Wesleyan  College. 

In  Wilson  Hall,  formerly  known  as  "The  Model  School," 
there  are  several  changes.  Each  critic  is  now  responsible 
for  one  grade.  In  addition  to  those  who  were  with  us  last 
year  we  now  have  Miss  Margaret  Morris,  in  charge  of  First 
Grade,  and  Miss  Mary  Doolittle  in  charge  of  Sixth.    Miss 
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Morris  is  a  graduate  of  Ohio  University  and  was,  for  five 
years,  primary  critic  in  the  Training  Department  of  that 
institution. 

Miss  Doohttle  received  her  training  in  the  State  Nor- 
mal School,  Cortland,  N.  Y.,  and  has  had  experience  in  both 
private  and  public  school  work  in  New  York  and  New  Jer- 
sey. Her  executive  experience  was  obtained  in  Burlington, 
N.  J.,  where  she  was  principal  of  one  of  the  elementary 
schools. 

Miss  Lillian  McLean,  B.  S.  Manual  Training  Teachers' 
College,  Pittsburgh,  Kansas,  post  graduate  Columbia  Uni- 
versity, has  been  elected  to  the  position  of  Primary  Group 
Director.  Miss  McLean  is  instructor  in  Primary  Methods 
and  exercises  supervisory  direction  of  all  primary  activities 
of  the  Training  School. 

With  our  enlarged  Training  School  facilities,  our  in- 
creased Training  School  force,  our  quickened  professional 
conscience,  and  our  broadened  conception  of  responsibility, 
there  is  every  reason  to  feel  that  the  Indiana  Training  De- 
partment need  not  be  excelled  in  achievement  by  any  in  the 
state. 


The  Extension  Service 

Walter  A.  Zaugg,  Director. 

With  the  opening  of  the  present  year,  Indiana  entered 
the  field  of  Extension  Service.  This  includes  both  Exten- 
sion Classes  and  Correspondence  Courses.  The  pressing 
demands  for  professional  growth  have  made  it  advisable 
for  the  Normal  School  to  extend  its  facilities  and  make  them 
available  to  the  teachers  in  service.  Not  only  are  the  be- 
ginning teachers  desirous  of  this  work  in  order  to  meet  the 
present  requirements  for  certification  but  the  experienced 
ones  are  keeping  abreast  with  modern  tendencies  by  con- 
necting up  with  the  Normal  School  in  its  Extetnsion  Classes. 

For  the  present,  twenty  seven  courses  are  being  offered. 
Others  will  be  added  as  the  demand  grows.  As  far  as  avail- 
able number  will  permit  a  member  of  the  faculty  will  go 
into  any  community,  in  convenient  reach  of  Indiana,  where 
at  least  fifteen  teachers  enroll  and  agree  upon  a  course. 
This  class  will  meet  once  a  week,  two  hours  each  meeting, 
for  a  period  of  fifteen  weeks  and  on  the  successful  comple- 
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tion  of  the  work  assigned,  two  semester  hours  Normal 
Credit  will  be  given.  A  fee  of  ten  dollars  per  student  is  re- 
quired. 

Many  teachers  who  do  not  live  in  convenient  reach  of 
an  Extension  Center,  are  availing  themselves  of  the  ad- 
.iuiLages  of  the  Correspondence  Courses.  These  courses  in- 
clude the  same  as  oflered  in  the  Extension  Classes,  and  will 
be  covered  by  practically  the  same  time  and  costs.  While 
the  Extension  Centers  are  serving  the  territory  situated 
near  Indiana,  Correspondence  Courses  are  being  asked  for 
by  teachers  living  in  other  parts  of  the  state. 

To  date,  twenty  five  Extension  Classes  have  been  or- 
ganized in  the  following  centers:  Altoona,  Alverton,  Blairs- 
villc,  Conemaugh,  Coniiellsville,  Derry,  Johnstown  (2),  La- 
trobe  (2),  Ligonier  (2),  Marion  Center  (2),  Meyersdale 
(2),  Nanty-Glo,  Portage,  Saltsburg,  South  Fork  (2),  Wil- 
more,  Windber  and  York  Run,  Fayette  County  (2),  with 
organization  pending  in  a  number  of  other  communities. 
The  total  enrollment  has  passed  the  500  mark. 

Practically  all  of  the  above  centers  have  asked  that  an- 
other class  be  given  the  Second  Semester  which  will  begin 
February  1st,  1922.  It  will  be  much  to  the  advantage  of  the 
community  desiring  a  Second  Semester  class,  to  have  the 
application  in  at  an  early  date.  The  resources  of  the  School 
are  limited,  and  those  will  be  served,  whose  requests  come 
first. 

Department  of  Music 

The  department  of  music  of  the  Indiana  State  Normal 
School  will  carry  on  four  distinct  branches  of  work:  the 
training  of  supervisors  and  directors  of  music  for  public 
schools,  the  teaching  of  music  to  the  regular  normal  school 
students  according  to  state  requirements,  the  giving  of  in- 
struction in  voice,  piano,  organ  and  orchestral  instruments 
and  the  development  of  general  musical  activities  through- 
out the  institution. 

The  first  three  branches  need  no  exposition.  The  pres- 
ent plans  for  the  last  division  include  the  following: 

A  girls'  three-part  chorus  of  one  hundred  members 
made  up  of  the  best  voices  in  the  school.    This  organization 
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will  assist  in  giving  at  least  two  concerts  during  the  year, 
singing  "Pan",  a  cantata  by  Paul  Bliss,  on  one  of  the  pro- 
grams. The  chorus  will  also  assist  in  presenting  a  light 
opera  in  March,  Captain  Crossbones,  by  Arthur  Penn. 

A  school  orchestra,  made  up  of  all  eligible  players  of 
orchestral  instruments. 

A  boys'  glee  club  which  will  assist  the  girls*  chorus  in 
giving  concerts. 

A  girls'  fife  and  drum  corps  to  be  used  for  athletic 
events,  parades,  etc. 

The  Madrigal  Club,  a  girls'  music  study  club  made  up 
of  twenty-four  girls,  each  a  soloist.  This  club  will  study 
vocal  trios,  quartetts,  etc. 

In  addition  to  these  activities  forty  minute  student  re- 
citals will  be  given  at  frequent  intervals  in  Conservatory 
Hall,  also  short  talks  on  music  appreciation  illustrated  by 
the  piano  and  talking  machine  will  be  given  in  this  hall.  The 
music  faculty  will  present  complimentary  recitals  to  the 
student  body  at  various  times. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  department  to  offer  as  many  ad- 
vantages and  opportunities  to  the  student  body  as  can  be 
arranged  without  interfering  with  study  obligations. 

Home  Economics  Department 

The  Department  of  Home  Economics  has  begun  a  year 
which  promises  to  be  one  of  the  best  in  its  history.  Twenty- 
three  students  registered  as  Sophomores,  beginning  the  first 
year  of  the  new  three  year  curriculum.  There  are  twenty- 
one  seniors  completing  the  course  according  to  the  former 
two  year  plan.  Instruction  is  also  given  to  a  group  of  sec- 
ondary pupils  and  to  pupils  in  the  Training  School,  Inter- 
mediate grades,  and  Junior  High  School.  The  Seniors  act 
as  teachers  of  these  pupils. 

The  course  is  planned  to  train  teachers  in  Home  Eco- 
nomics for  elementary  and  high  schools  of  the  state.  There 
is  a  demand  for  capable  and  well  trained  teachers.  This 
training  requires  a  knowledge  of  both  the  scientific  and 
practical  aspects  of  food,  clothing  and  the  management  of 
the  home.     This  training  is  gained  by  lecture,  discussion 
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and  laboratory  work.  The  senior  class  have  practice  in 
demonstration  teaching,  based  upon  the  meal  as  the  unit. 
This  traininj^-  is  valuable  lor  both  club  and  class  demon- 
strations. 

in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  there  will  be  an  exhibit 
from  the  clothing  class,  of  gowns  and  other  garments,  made 
in  these  classes.  These  students  learn  to  test  and  choose 
fabrics  as  well  as  to  make  articles  of  clothing. 

The  new  State  Administration  has  an  extensive  pro- 
ject in  health  education,  including  food  and  nutrition.  It  is 
necessary  for  all  teachers  to  know  how  to  select  foods  for 
themselves  and  others.  To  gain  this  knowledge,  the  state 
requires  that  all  seniors  in  the  regular  course  in  normal 
schools,  should  take  a  course  in  nutrition.  Such  a  course 
has  been  organized  in  this  school.  In  the  future,  teachers 
will  be  able  to  teach  good  food  and  other  health  habits  to 
the  children  under  their  care.  The  plan  is  to  give  this 
teaching  by  means  of  plays  and  games  in  the  lower  grades, 
leading  to  the  formation  of  good  health  habits.  Good  health 
is  the  most  valuable  asset  in  life,  and  the  teachers  of  the 
future  are  to  be  the  leaders  in  bringing  a  knowledge  of  it  to 
ail  the  people  in  the  communities  of  the  State. 

Health  Exiucation 

In  the  Normal  School,  Health  Education  is  required  of 
all  those  taking  the  regular  course,  three  times  a  week.  The 
work  includes  physical  training  and  the  theory  of  teaching 
physical  training. 

As  long  as  good  weather  remains,  the  practical  work 
will  be  held  outdoors,  where  marching  in  side  line  forma- 
tion, with  other  forms  of  military  tactics,  can  be  given. 
Free  exercises,  and  general  corrective  work,  use  of  hand 
apparatus  such  as  clubs,  wands,  and  dumb  bells,  and  some 
vv'ork  on  heavy  apparatus  will  be  given.  A  great  deal  of  at- 
tention will  be  paid  to  folk  dancing,  and  aesthetic  and  inter- 
pretive forms  of  dancing;  also  the  fundamentals  of  the 
Dalcroze  study  of  rhythm-Eurhythmies.  Athletics  will  be 
managed  through  the  Athletic  Association. 

In  work  on  theory  in  Health  Education  there  will  be 
lectures  for  the  Senior  Class  on  nutrition,  by  Miss  Randall, 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Home  Economics.    The  var- 
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ious  forms  and  systems  of  physical  training,  theories  of 
play,  and  physical  training  in  relation  to  the  grade  schools, 
with  practice  teaching,  will  also  be  included.  Such  practice 
teaching  takes  place  at  the  Training  School,  which  has  nine 
grades,  and  will  ultimately  be  continued  in  the  Normal 
School  when  each  girl,  before  she  graduates,  will  have  had 
the  experience  of  handling  a  physical  training  class  more 
advanced  in  work  than  those  in  the  Training  School. 

The  Commercial  Teachers'  Traiaing  Department 

Indiana  Normal  now  has  the  only  authorized  commer- 
cial teachers'  department  in  the  State.  Many  interesting 
developments  have  taken  place  during  the  past  year.  The 
Commercial  Faculty  has  been  considerably  strengthened  by 
the  addition  of  new  teachers,  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of 
office  machines  and  other  equipment  have  been  added,  the 
course  of  instruction  has  been  very  greatly  strengthened, 
the  enrollment  has  more  than  doubled. 

Superintendents  are  speaking  in  the  highest  terms  of 
the  qualifications  of  our  graduates  and  the  salaries  received 
by  our  graduates  are  particularly  attractive.  We  prepare 
for  high  school  teaching  especially. 

The  very  prompt  certification  given  our  graduates  by 
the  State  Department  is  particularly  significant.  Upon  the 
completion  of  TWO  years  in  our  Department,  the  State 
gi-ants  a  temporary  certificate  for  teaching  in  the  high 
schools.  This  certificate  is  renewable  under  certain  circum- 
stances. By  returning  for  a  third  year,  or  by  teaching  and 
returning  for  THREE  summer  sessions,  the  temporary  cer- 
tification is  automatically  enhanced  and  the  PERMANENT 
high  school  certification  is  awarded.  We  are  dreaming  and 
planning  still  further  ahead.  It  is  our  ambition  to  add  still 
another  year  to  the  course  later,  granting  a  degree  at  the 
end  of  the  four  years. 

Our  Department  offers  all  those  who  are  teaching,  no 
matter  what  may  be  their  subjects  or  in  what  kind  of  a 
school,  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  break  into  high  school 
teaching  at  a  fine  salary  and  with  no  delay  in  becoming 
certified  fully  for  such  work.
